New Suits 
A $5,000 damage action has been 
filed in common pleas court against 
the City of East Liverpool by Mary 
Buhot, who claim s in her petition 
th a t she was injured by tripping 
over an obstruction placed on the 
sidewalk on Spring Grove ave..
